These facts were brought out at the 


hearing of habeas corpus proceedings, 
brought by Attorneys J. H. Creely and 
H. B. M. Miller, to secure her release, 
before Judge Ogden this morning. Mrs. 
Barrie was, to all appearances, as sane 
as any one in the court room. 


The writ was sued out last Saturday 


and made returnable this morning at 
10 o'clock. It was nearly 11 o'clock be- 
fore the Interested persons appeared in 
the court room. 


The writ was granted and Mrs. Bar- 


rle was given into the custody of Mrs. 
F. L. Turpin, who testified that she 
would properly care for her until the 
question of guardianship should bs set- 
tled. It was claimed by the petitioners 
that Mrs. Barrie was taken by her hus- 
band, A. C. Barrie, and his nephew, 
Frederick Wade, from, her home in

PRESIDENT IS NOW 


SATISFIED WITH THE 


ANTI-TRUST PLANS. 


Cabinet Holds a Meeting and Dis- 


cusses Inportant Questions— 


Administration Views. 


WASHINGTON', Feb, 10. — President 


Roosevelt and his Cabinet were In session 
for nearly an hour and a half this morn- 


ing, 
but at the conclusion of the meet- 


Ing it was stated that while some mat- 
ters of Importance were under considera- 


tion, no decision regarding 
them 
had 


been reached. 


Both the President and the members of 


the 
Cabinet 
expressed 
themselves 
as 


reasonably well satisfied with the situ- 
ation In Congress as to anti-trust legisla- 
tion. 


It Is said that they are 
.jsured now 


that practically such legislation as Is de- 
sired Is In a fair way to enactment. 


Secretary Root brought again to the 


attention of the Cabinet the necessity for 
legislation regarding the currency of the 
Philippine 'islands. 


He presented dispatches received from 


Governor Taft, urging the enactment of. 
remedial financial legislation and th» ef- 
forts to obtain this legislation from Con- 
gress were discussed. 


As viewed by the administration, the 


necessity for both financial and .other 
remedial legislation for the Philippines is 
very urgent. 


Indeed, if something of the kind is not 


accomplished soon, there is apprehension 
that another rebellion may develop. 


Consideration also was given to 
the 


status of the Venezuelan question, 


It la the belief of the President and 


the Cabinet that Minister 
Bowen 
will 


conclude with the representatives of the 
allies satisfactory protocols in a few days. 


Satisfaction 
was expressed 
that 
the 


points In controversy were to 
be sub- 


mitted to The Hague tribunal. 


The President took up with individuals 


of the Cabinet some of the routine mat- 
ters, but it Is said the consideration de- 
veloped nothing of great consequence. 


-ANTI-TRUST LEGISLATION". 


-WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Discussion of 


anti-trust legislation was continued at 
rh'3 White House today. 


•President Roosevelt had several confer- 


ences with Senators and Representatives 
concerning pending measures, the discus- 
sion revolving about the Nelson publicity 
amendment to the Department of Com- 
merce bill, the Elkins rebate bill and the 
Llttlefleld bill, which was passed by th« 
House on Saturday. 


Early in the day the President had a 


conference with Mr. Littlefieid. 


The latter is urging strongly that hla 


measure be taken up and passed by th« 
Senate. 


He maintains that while the Nelson 


: amendment prpvides for publicity &s to 
stjrfte^o&stfite operations of corporations/It 
does not go so far as his measure and not 
so far as Congress ought to go in the 
matter. 


Later Senators Spooner and Aldrich had 


| extended talks with the President about 
trust legislation. 


With other callers the President dis- 


cussed the subject, urging upon all, it is 
said, the desirability that Congress should 
enact the Nelson amendment and the Elk- 
kins rebate measure. 


It is the concensus of opinion among 


members of Congress that 
both 
these 


measures will be enacted into law and 
that It is scarcely likely that Congress 
will go further with anti-trust legUia- 
tion at the present session.

seem proper, or exclude such 
works 
'and business from the city.'

ferred upon the City Council to restrict

works and business of every descrip- 
tion which may endan'ger the public 
safety, health or comfort or exclude 
such works and business from the city: 
First, by the provision of the Consti- 
tution of the State authorizing 
cities

tions as are not in conflict with general 
laws.

pressly authorizing the City Council to

We 


do not believe in class government nor 
class legislation, and holding that view 
believes the unions have made a grave 
mistake in forming themselves into a 
political party. And another mistake in 
asking for special legislation in their 
behalf without 
taking into account 


every part of the body politic. 


In every 
contest for fair treat- 


ment and fair wages, THE TRIB- 
UNE 
has 
sided 
with 
the 
labor 


unions, although it has never failed 
to condemn violence and intimida- 
tion. 
Oppression, whether practiced 


by 
capitalistic combines 
or 
labor 


combines,, is wrong, and 
should be 


guarded 
against as far as the law 


and courts can go. But it cannot he 
denied that the machinery of justice 
has sometimes been twisted to unjust 
ends, and that the exercise cf judicial 
authority 
has in 
some 
cases been 


stretched beyond reasonable bounds to 
serve purposes inconsistent with the 
public welfare or the spirit of the law. 


In a recent address Senator Hoar of 


Massachusetts expressed views on the 
question that accord exactly with those 
of THE TRIBUNE. 
Ho said: 


"I cannot see why 
if 
capital may 


combine in corporations labor may not 
combine in labor unions. 


''Every corporation and every part- 


nership is an aggregate of individuals. 
So when a single workman desires em- 
ployment he has to make his bargain 
not with his employer, but with many 
employers acting as one. He is also 
at another disadvantage. The thing he 
has to sell Is his day's work. If he goes 
down in the morning to make his en- 
gagement, the thing he Is to sell is per- 
ishing with every hour 
of 
delay in 


making his contract. 
These associa- 


tions 
of capital 
frequently 
extend 


through the whole country and control 
Jnder 
one head and 
with one 
will 


every establishment in the country in 
which a skilled workman might hope 
to find employment. 


"So I can see no reason why the 


workman should not combine to make 
his bargain as to the rate of wages, as 
to the hours of labor and as to the 
comfort and safety of his occupation. 


"But, on the other hand, he 'has no 


right to interfere by violence wi^h the 
freedom of any workman who does not 
choose to belong to his union. 


"Of course where men act in masses 


and are under excitement there will 
be occasional and sporadic instances 
even of unlawful and 
violent action. 


These will always occur while human 
nature remains unchanged and are not 
to be considered too seriously or too 
harshly. But a republic cannot live if 
any body of men undertake to Impose 
their own will upon the lawful free- 
dom of others. . 


"Subject to this condition I telieve 


the sympathy of all true Americans Is 
on the side of labor and its attempt to 
better Its condition. Unless the Amer- 
ican workman shall have good wages 
and leisure and comfort, shall have 
bocks in his home, 
shall 
send his 


children to school, can provide com- 
fortably for his old age, the republic 
Itself will be no longer worth living in. 
Capital and wealth will in the end take 
care of themselves, but to the eleva- 
tion of labor, which is but another 
name for the elevation of citizenship, 
the whole force and power of the re- 
public should be bent. 
It is for this 


that we have schools and cnurches. It 
Is for this that we have tariffs. It is 
for this that we have law 
And it is 


for this that the republic must live or 
bear.no life."

and Intimidation In the sense used con- 
stituted violations of the law ana were 
actionable. 


It will be obse'rved that Judge Hunt's 


decision was based upon the word "in- 
timidation," which was stricken out of 
the anti-Injunction bill in the Assem- 
piy. In plain words, the San Francis- 
co commission men had organized and 
declared a boycott against the co-op- 
erative association, and to make'it ef- 
fective had endeavored 
to intimidate 


the retailors by threats.

A Fanciful 
Enterprise Which 
Some 


Localities Seem Inclined io Treat 


Seriously. 


Municipal flre Insurance is a fanciful 


enterprise which seems to be seriously 
urged In some of the Massachusetts 
towns. 
It is reported that Holyoke Is 


about to petition the legislature for an 
amendement to the city charter that 
will permit the municipality to engage 
In the insurance business. 
The pro- 


ject is received with some favor in 
Boston. The Worcester Telegram says 
that the plan works-out In theory in 
this way: 
Boston 
property owners 


pay 3,400,000 annually 
In 
Insurance 


premiums. Last yea,r the flre losses 
reached $1,300,000, leaving: a balance of 
$2,100,000 for the administrative ex- 
penses and profits 
of 
the 
insurance 


companies taking risks In that city. It 
is argued that the city 
would 
have 


made about two million dollars if it 
were conducting the Insurance busi- 
ness. It is urged, too, that last year 
was a fair average year 
for Boston 
fire losses. 


This is an enterprise in what may 
happen "In the long run;' must be con- 
sidered. 
A sweeping conflagration like 


those which once 
devastated 
Boston 


and Chicago would 
bring down 
the 


fabric of municipal fire Insurance with 
a great crash. Doubtless many towns 
could derive»a substantial revenue for 
an uncertain period by insuring the 
property of its inhabitants, but a great 
flre would 
suddenly 
extinguish 
the 


municipal fire Insurance 
surplus and 


lubject property not burned to ruin- 
ous taxation, to confiscation. Munici- 
pal management of such public utili- 
ties as gas and water works has been 
far fj'om successful in many instances 
in the United States. They have suf- 
fered from the blight of unskillful or 
corrupt administration.

Baer of. the Reading Company was an at- 
tentive listener to the arguments pre- 
sented today before the Anthracite Coal 
Strike 
Commission. 
The 
non-union 


miners, through Attorney John T. Lena- 
han of Wilkesbarre, expressed their dis- 
approval of the principles and practices 
of the United Mine Workers. 


Mr. Lenaban, in his argument, presented 


three propositions. He submitted that 
the commission must find the United Mine 
Workers responsible for the violence and 
other unlawful acts which deprived the 
non-union miners of their lawful right to 
work; that all authorities agree that the 
law guarantees to eyery man the right 
to work where, when and for -whom he 
pleases, and that nothing could justify a 
finding by the commission that non-union 
miners must deal with their employers 
throug-h the medium of the union or be 
subject in the slightest degree to the con- 
trol or dictation ot the union. After pre- 
senting these propositions, Mr. Lenahan 
said in part: 


"It follows as a necessary conclusion 


from admitting the principle that non- 
union miners must be permitted to work 
without unlawful interference from fel- 
low workers, that they must not be made 
to deal with their, emp!»vers through tho 
medium of the union. 'In the eyes of the 
law no distinction 
can 
exist 
between 


union and non-union laborers. They simply 
are fellow servants of a common employer. 
Tho majority may 
make such secret 


agreements among- themselves as they 
please. But such agreements cannot af- 
fect the rights of the minority, no mat- 
ter how small it may be.

A ST. PIERRE DOLL. 


A strange and interesting relic of the 


now vanished town of St. Pierre is an 
old doll, which was sent away but a 
few days before the great eruption, as 
u gift to the Musee Pedagogique In 
Paris, where there are dolls represent- 
ing many French reigns and nearly all 
the French colonies. This doll is a sur- 
vival of the time when the blacks of 
Martinique wore certain stuffs intro- 
duced into the island by the 
Nor- 


mans, who were 
its original colonists. 


Its gown is of etamine or canvas cloth, 
so called because it preceded the hair 
sieve as a strainer; its cambric apron 
is of stutf woven in the early days of 
the l!i!<t century by the children of the 
St. Pierre orphnn;iKi.-.
